Limitation Regarding the Enumeration 


of Mortgages Was Necessary and No 
Law Had Been Violated—Experiments 
wltli ttne-CsirrjiiiR Projectiles—Keport 
of tlie Acting Governor of Arizona— 
Mrn. Harrison's Reception. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 8 —The attention of 


Sitperlnteudeat Porter was called to the 
charges of the Minnesota Alliance that 
he L»d violated the law by directing the 
lauraerator to report only those mort- 
gages which are a lien upon farms and 
homes "occupied by owners," and to "in- 
clude no value of real estate occupied 
by tenants, nor the indebtedness upon 
the eame if it may be reasonably avoid- 
ed." Superintendent Porter «aid: "I pre- 
sume that, like most of the similar at- 
tacks on the census, they are due to ig- 
norance. I have frequently been at pains to 
explain the scope aud the limitations of the 
mortgage indebtedness inquiry. Census 
bulletin No. 5, May 
15, 1890, contains 


answers to the quebtions suggested by 
the Alliance people of Minnesota. 


Violated No Law. 


"It was a letter I wrote iu answer to a 


senate resolution introduced by Senator 
Cockiel! of Missouri. 
In it the character 


of the investigations was fully explained. 
Ic was only possible to secure the owners 
by the enumerators, who had trouble 
enough to find them out without chasing 
the mortgages on rented houses and prop 
erty. This, >i 
'ver, is only one of our 


methods. In 
lilion we have made ab- 


stracts of e\ery mortgage placed or re- 
corded for ten years, and by this have ob- 
tuned every leal estate mortgage, and 
with this for a basis have ascertained the 
debt in foice. No law has been violated 
a id the plan adopted was regarded be- 
fore 1t wab put into execution as the bebt 
thut could possibly be devised. 


A Satisfactory Result. 


"The date of my letter shows that the 


senate \sas fully informed through the 
Cockrell resolution of the plan. It has 
worked well, and the rebiilts of the In- 
quiry have been far more satibfactory 
than statl^ncans thought possible. Of 
one thing you may be bare: We have got 
all the debt.'' 


The letter of the superintendent, under 


date of M.iy 13, 1S90, explains in details 
tlie methods proposed to be followed in 
the inquii'j, and points out what the lim- 
itations \\culd net.e^sarily be. It out- 
lines the instructions which would be is- 
sued to enumerators. Those in Minneso- 
ta received the same instructions as those 
in the other states. The Minnesota Alli- 
ance seems to be harking up tho wrong 
tree.

Th» Standiford Failure Nearly Bankrupt! 


Kdgar County. 


CHEISMAN, 111., Oct. 8.—The good peo- 


ple of Edgar county are now busy analyz- 
ing the effects of the primitive banking 
methods so popular in rural communities. 
It was by these methods the Standiforti 
brothers secured a strangle-hold on Chris- 
man.

Chrisman is situated in one of the most fer- 
tile districts in the state. The people were 
comparatively wealthy and crops always 
good. Tbe twin Napoleons failed not to 
recognize the fertility of the land, Wbile 
the farmers raised cereals they raised notes, 
mortgages, and other evidences of Indebted- 
ness. Mow the country for a radius of 10 
miles carries a heavy crop of corn and 
judgments. 


No Wall street shark ever organized a 


blind pool that was more blind to the Umbs 
than Standiford Brothers'bank. The cap- 
ital was about $20,000, but was never defin- 
itely known except as rated by mercantile 
agencies. They never issued a statement, 
made a report, or had the condition of the 
bank examined. During tbe 13 years tbey 
lived here they made many friends and 
some enemies. They were very strong pro- 
hibitionists and A. B. Standiford was a 
leading member of the Methodist church. 


The Standifords made money legitimately 


for 9 or 16 years, and then it leaked out 
that they were trying to guess which way 
the market would go in Chicago. This 
discovery scared out a few depositors, but 
it bad no great effect on the methods of tbe 
bank. The methods of 
banking were 


peculiarly philanthropic. 
If

one 


wboJi the brothers knew wanted money 
he could get it on his unsecured note, 
without indorsement. 
When they wanted 


money they went to Tom, Dick and Harry, 
got notes without giving security, and then 
discounted the papers. 
Tne s> stem worked 


along all right until a few months before 
tne smash 
Then the bank began to play 


the limit. When it loaned 8500 it borrowed 
810,000. Men who had in years gone by 
borrowed S200 or 8300 on their unsecured 
notes now loaned tlie bank 35,000, 810,000 
and 815,000 iu the same form. The Stan- 
difords juggled papers with an adroitness 
born of long scheming.. 


The general impression here is that they 


determined some three months ago to plun- 
der the bank and the people and that they 
carried away 8150,000. Some few think 
that they began to lose in Chicago, and fear- 
ing that it would be discovered gave the 
story of winning 315,000 to counteract the 
effect. 
If they really bought^,or sold mil- 


lions of bushels of wheat or corn at a crack 
it would be easy enough to lose 8200,000.
